Dear  Editor: 

It  is  easy  to  find  fauHs  on  any  campus.  Especially  if  those  faults 
affect  our  own  peace  qf  mind.  Saving  of  seats,  riding  of  bicycles  on 
restricted  hills  and  perhaps  even  cheating  in  an  examination,  all  are 
to  be  looked  upon  with  disfavor;  but,  what  is  done  about  these  prob- 
lentf. 

Does  the  complaint  ever  mention  to  a person  who  is  saving  a 
seat  that  it  is  "undemocratic?”  Does  he  ever  ctUl  to  a cyclist  who 
is  offending  the  dignity  of  school  laws — and  laws  of  common  sense  and 
decency — and  ask  him  to  refrain  from  riding  on  the  "restricted  hill?” 
If  he  sees  someone  cheating  in  an  examination,  does  he  suggest  to 
him  that  it  would  be  nobler  to  observe  the  precepts  of  honor  that 
should  be  intrinsic  in  all  who  seek  education? 

If  he  has  done  these  things  and  also  called  these  offenses  to  the 
attention  of  the  Editor,  this  letter  is  not  to  him.  However,  it  is  the 
tendency  of  most  of  us  to  carry  a complaint  not  to  the  stimulus  of 
that  complaint  but  to  othws-  as  is  so  erften  depicted  in  the  back- 
fence  gossip  session.

The  best  case  we've  seen  for  social  units  this  year  was  the 
highly  successful  AWS  songfest  held  .Friday  evening.  The 
largest  crowd  since  the  French  National  Orchesira  and  the 
Minneapolis  Symphony,  cheered  campus  organizations,  a large 
majority  of  which  virere  social  units,  as  they  displayed  the  re- 
sults of  weeks  of  early  morning  and  late  night  song  practices. 

This  is  indicative  of  the  vital, part  th^  social  units  play  and 
have  played  in  life  at  Brfgham  Young.  Although  the  songfest 
was  an  obvious  indication  of  the  units'  service  both  to  student 
ond  school,  they  are  integrally  involved  in  just  about  all  activity 
on  the  campus-. 

Not  always  active  outwardly,  as  in  the  "feongfest,  the  units 
are  the  undercurrent  that  is  the  impetus  behind  campus  and 
college  life.  Whether  it's  the  election  of  a coed  to  reign, over 
the  Snow ' Carnival  ot  merely  cheering  at  the  football  game, 
each  unit  is  in  there  pitching — trying  to  out-do  the  competitor. 

What  is  a social. unit?-  Members  of  the  units  consider  them 
no  more  or  less  than  sororities  and  fraternities.  For  to  the 
member  this  is  exactly  what  they  are.  They  are  organizations 
built  from  common  likes,  desires,  interest  and  values — not  gen- 
eral but  specific.  . Emphasis  should  be  placed  on  "built." 

The  unit  satisfies  the  desire'to  be  "wanted  or  attached" 
that  is  ofttimes  not  realized  in  an  organization  as  large  as  the 
entire  studentbody.  The  unit  offers  an  outlet  to  work  for  a 
more  personal  goal  and  thus  stimulates  a greater  effort. 

What  the  social  units  are  today,  it  has  been  pointed  out,  is 
not  necessarily  what  they  were  meant  to  be.  Thy  were  not 
meanb  to  be  fraternities  or  sororities,  rather  just  as  the  name 
hnplies — social  divisions  of  the  school. 

The  fact  that  the  social  units  over  the  years  have  taken 
on,  quite  naturally,  some  of  the  attributes  of  fraternities  and 
sororities  could  be  an  indication  that  the  former  does  not  satisfy 
the  situation. 

The  darkest  side  of  the  picture  by  far  is  -the  irritating  fact 
that  some  students  wish  to  become  members  of  units  afid  can 
not  gain  admittance.  We  must  not,  assume,  however,  that 
€kveryone  who  is  not  in.  a unit  at  present,  wishes  to  become 
affiliated.  There  are  a great  number  of  students  who  are  not 
interested. 

The  problem,  we  believe,  rests  with  the  studei>ts  them- 
selves. For  if  they  will  look  into  all  the  units  on  the  campus  they 
will  find  one  which  will  fit  them  best.  And  if  they  can't  get  into 
that  unit,  they  had  better  take  a look  in  the  mirror — and  not-nec- 
essarily  for  physical  reflections.  This  may  not  be  true  in  all 
casts,  for  anything  human  has  its  prejudices  and  injustices, 
but  it's  a point  worth  considering.

We  fear  that  the  treasure  of  the  "Democratic 
Perogative  of  Mass  Voting"  is  soon  to  disappear  from  the  BYU 
campus  through  neglect  and  unuse. 

We  are  disgusted! 

The  chief  comments  we  have  heard  on  campus  since  the 
election  returns,  used  by  rationalizing  students  for  not  voting 
were:  "I  didn't  vote  because  I didn't  think  any  of  the  candidates 
were  fit  for  office"  and  "Well,  I was  pulling  for  'him'  but  I 
didn't  vote.  . . I'm  surely  sorry  he  didn't  make  it." 

These  excuses  are  as  weak  as  the  determination  behind 
them.  The  candidates  running  fc«-  the  various  offices  did  so  be- 
cause they  met  certain  requirements,  and  had  certain  qualifica- 
tions. It  was  up  to  the  individual  voter  to  determine  which  was 
the  best.  No  matter  how  much  you  like  your  candidate,  he 
won't  have  a vote  counted  m his  favor  unless  you  cast  it  lor 
him.

Does  the  Church  'mean  nothing  when  we  listen  to  its  admoni- 
tion that  we  must  have  courage  and  we  must  stand  for  right?  Is 
it  so  easy  to  forget  that  we  are — or  should  be-  proof  of  the  Living 
Gospel  ? 

I am  not  the  judge;  but,  what  is  right?

Utah's  education  cost  is  low, 
but  state  hits  top  in  results 


Although  Utah’s  cost  of  school 
operations  is  5.3  per  cent  below 
the  national  average  and  the  size 
of  its  classes  exceeds  the  national 
yardstick,  the  state  ranks  high  in 
daily  attendance  and  it  led  the 
nation  in  1946-47  in  number  of 
high  school  graduates  per  1000 
population. 

This  was  disclosed  in  a report 
published  by  the  United  States  of- 
fice of  education  and  received 
Monday  in  Utah  Education  Assn, 
office. 

Attendance  Record 

According  to  the  report,  91.9  per 
cent  of  school  age  childern  in 
Utah  (5  to  17  years  of  age)  at- 
tend school  daily,  compared  with 
a national  average  of  86.4  per 
cent.  Idaho  had  attendance  of 
87.8  per  cent;  Wyoming,  81.9  per 
cent;  Nevada,  82.6  per  cent,  and 
Colorado  and  Arizona,  90  per  cent. 

Although  Utah  schools  were  in 
session  only  173.3  days,  as  com- 
pared with  the  national  average 
of  176.2,  the  average  student  in 
Utah’s  public  schools  attended 
school  seven  days  more  than  the 
average  nationally,  because  he 
was  absent  that  many  fewer  days, 
the  office  of  education  report 
showed. 

Cost  of  Oi>eratlon 
''Cost  of  school  operations  per 
pupil  in  average  daily  attendance 
was  $144.70  annually  in  Utah,  ac- 
cording to  the  report.  This  is  5.3 
per  cent  below  the  national  aver- 
age of  $152.80.  In  other  words. 


while  the  average  pupil  in  the 
United  States  had  $1  a day  spent 
on  his  education,  the  average  in 
Utah  was  9ic  a.  day.  Operating 
costs  varied  from  $233.79  per  pupil 
in  New  York  to  $58.82  in  Missis- 
sippi. 

As  for  the  rest  of  the  inter- 
mountain  region,  Idaho  spent 
$142.07  per  pupil  in  average- daily 
attendance:  Wyoming,  $185.74; 

Nevada,  $153.12;  Colorado,  $155.04, 
and  Arizona,  $158.02.  Utah  was 
below  each  of  those  states. 

Reasons  for  Utah’s  high  attend- 
ance is  two-fold,  according  to  Al- 
land  M.  West,  UEA  executive  sec- 
retary- First,  the  people  of  Utah 
are  sold  on  education,  he  said,  and 
second,  the  schools  do  a good  job 
of  following  up  on  absentees. 

In  total  expenses,  including 
building  construction  and  interest, 
Utah  was  below  the  national  aver- 
age by  4.3  per  cent,  with  an  annual 
cost  of  $159.17  per  pupil.  The  na- 
tional average  was  $166.34. 

Classes  were  larger  in  Utah. 
For  each  Utah  teacher  there  were 
29.5  pupils . in  average  daily  at- 
tendance, compared  with  24.5 
throughout  the  nation. 

Only  Three  Higher 

Only  three  states  (California, 
Missouri  and  Mississippi)  reported 
an  average  class  size  larger  thhn 
Utah’s.  Idaho’s  teachers  had  an 
average  class  attendance  of  25.p; 
Wyoming,  17.3;  Nevada,  22.8: 
Colorado,  21.7,  and  Arizona,  24.2.

“Night  life  agrees  with  me,” 
chuckles  a tall,  gray-haired  man, 
holding  a flashlight. 

The  night  watchman  at  BYU, 
George  B.  Lee,  does  more  than 
just  watch;  he  has  many  respons- 
ibilities. First,  .he  makes  a com- 
plete round  of  the  upper  campus 
grounds.  Upon  entering  a desert- 
ed building,  he. finds  his  way  to 
the  third  floor,  and  then  begins 
his  nightly  check  of  each  room, 
making  sure  all  lights  are  turned 
off  and  all  doors  and  windows 
locked.  Then  too,  there  are  the  lit- 
tle incidentals  to  look  after  such 
as  closing  up  a certain  Profes- 
sor’s typewrite:;,  turning  off  a for- 
gotten gas  burner  left  by  a chem- 
istry student,  or  putting  a chair 
in  its  proper  place. 

Most  night  watchmen  whistle 
as  they  make  their  nightly  jaunts, 
but  not  «Mr.  Lee.  As  he  puts  it, 
“There  must  be  lots  of  good  music 
in  me,  cause  not  much  has  come 
out.” 

He  must  make  periodical  journ- 
eys around  the  darkened  campus 
to  see  that  no  one 'walks  off  with 
a building,  or  such.  As  yet  he 
hasn’t  met  any  burglars  and  hopes 
he  never  does,  but  this  is  his  first 
month  as  a night  watchman. 

“This  work  is  interesting,”  re- 
marks Mr.  Lee  casually.  “I  meet 
many  people,  mostly  good  people, 


but  an  occasional  stubborn  one.'* 
Some  people  don’t  seem  to  know 
when  to  go  home,  and  Mr.  I.,ea 
must  wait  until  everyone  has  left 
the  campus  before  he  can  depart, 
which  is  usually  well  past  mid- 
night. “But  it’s  never  late  when  I 
get  home,”  smiles  Mr.  Lee.  “It’s 
always  early,  early  in  the  mornings 
about  one  or  two  a.  m.” 

“The  beauty  about  a night 
watchman’s  job  is  that  he  caw 
sleep  in  the  morning,”  says  Mr. 
Lee.  About  nine  or  ten  a.  m.  ho 
arises  and  has  the  rest  of  the  day 
to  work  in  his  vegetable  garden 
or  tend  his  several  hives  of  bees. 

Also  he  has  more  time  to  spend 
with  his  family.  Mr.  Lee  exclaims, 
“I  guess  the  way  I keep  so  happy 
is  by  making  my  family  happy.’'
